I have  the  honour  to  iDresent  my  fourth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  your  Urban  District. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1957  was  15.5  per  thousand 

of  the  population.  Ttie  corrected  rate  vias  18,3  per  thousand. 

This  compares  v/ith  the  birth  rate  for  England  & Wales  for  1957 
of  l6.1  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  195^  were 
13.0  and  15.5  respectively. 

The  crude  death  ratvj  for  1957  ^-’e-S  12.9  per  thousand 

of  the  population.  The  corrected  rate  \/ac  10,1  jiGr  thouseind, 

Tiiis  compares  v/ith  the  decith  rate  for  England  & V/ales  for  1957 
of  11.5  per  thousand.  Tlie  corresponding  figures  for  1956  were 
12,2  and  9,6  respectively. 

There  v/as  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of 

age. 


The  hi^  figure  for  infectious  diseases  as  compared. 
Y/ith  last  year  (that  is  134  compared  with  6)  was  alraost  en- 
tirely due  to  an  epid.emic  of  measles  and  whooping  couf^i  which 
together  accounted  for  125  notifications.  It  is  indeed, 
surprising  that  there  v/erc  so  many  cases  of  whooping  course 
in  view  of  the  facilities  offered  for  ii'iimunisation  against 
this  dLisease  ^ and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  mothers  of  young 
child.ren  will  take  the  obvious  step  of  having  their  children 
immunised  before  the  next  epidemic  occurs. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council's  iDrogramme  of 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  has  continued  actively  in 
the  Burnham  area.  Both  local  d.octors  and  County  Council 
staff  carry  out  this  \York  and  once  again  I have  great  iDleasure 
in  record.ing  that  there  has  been  no  case  of  poliorayelitis 
in  the  area  during  the  year. 
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Your  PulDlic  Health  Inspector j Mr,  McCutcheonj  has 
"been  very  active  persuading  and  advising  peo-ple  of  the 
importance  of  carrying  out  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  nov/ 
in  force  j cjid  there  can  I think  he  little  douht  that  the 
food  standards  in  Burnham  are  now  better  than  ever  before.

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During  the  year  16  samples  of  water  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  examination,  6 of  these  "being  from  the  Council’s 
Waterworks , 


The  results  of  the  samples  from  the  Council’s  Water\;orks 
indicated  that  the  water  was  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes. 

8 samples  were  taken  from  well  supplies.  2 of  these 
samples  were  found  to  be  suspicious  and  1 unsatisfactory  (those 
samples  were  from  the  same  well).  Advice  was  given  regarding 
chlorination  of  the  supply  and  subsequent  samples  wore  satisfactory. 

T\'v'o  samples  were  taken  from  the  main  supply  of  a Council 
house  and  were  submitted  for  a special  examination  in  connection 
with  problems  of  corrosion.  Information  regarding  this  is  given 
under  the  heading  "Council  House  Management  and  Maintenance". 

Again  this  year  several  complaints  were  received  concern- 
ing the  presence  of  Chironomus  larvae  in  the  town  supply,  those 
larvae  being  present  in  water  drawn  from  the  main  sui^ply  in  various 
parts  of  the  town.  The  Chironomus  is  a small  midge  v;hich  occurs 
in  enormous  numbers  in  the  neighbourhood  of  v/ater.  The  eggs  are 
deposited  in  water  and  are  quite  transparent.  The  larvae  are  red 
and  commonly  Imov/n  as  bloodworms.  Further  precautions  were  taken 
by  the  Water  Engineer  to  make  the  entry  of  this  midge  into  the 
sedimentation  tanks  and  storage  reservoirs  impossible.

Houseboats  and  Jetties 

Under  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  1952  the  consent  of 
the  Local  Authority  is  required  for  the  mooring  of  houseboats  and 
the  placing  of  jetties  thereto  within  the  District,  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  number  of  houseboats  for  which  consent  had  been 
given  was  17?  12  of  these  being  provided  with  jetties. 

The  I4.  derelict  hulks  referred  to  in  my  report  for  1956 
were  not  demolished  during  the  year.  One  Contractor  who  undertook 
to  carry  out  the  demolition  had  made  no  start  by  the  end  of  the 
year  but  I hope  next  year  that  I shall  be  able  to  report  that 
these  hulks  have  been  removed. 

Movable  Dwellings  and  Campinr-  Sites 

The  number  of  caravan  and  camping  sites  in  the  District 
remain  at  3 which  includes  that  ov/ned  and  operated  by  the  Council, 
The  sites  are  in  use  from  April  until  October  only.  Each  of  the 
sites  is  provided  with  main  w ater  and  sanitary  accoinmodation. 

The  demand  for  caravan  and  camping  sites  increased  con- 
siderably  during  the  year  and  the  capacity  of  the  Council  site 
is  to  be  increased  to  50  caravans.  This  increase  in  number  will 
mean  that  more  amenities  v/ill  be  required  and  next  year  additional 
sanitary  accommodation 5 washing  facilities  and  water  supply  points 
will  be  provided. 

Improvements  in  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply 
were  carried  out  at  one  of  the  privately  ov/ned  sites. 

One  licence  was  granted  to  a person  to  erect  5 station 
and  use  a movable  dwelling  in  the  District, 

40  visits  v;ere  made  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  sanitary 
conditions.

The  total  number  of  loroperties  inspected  was  367 , 23  as  a 
result  of  notification. 

A total  of  27  minor  infestations  of  rats  and  3 of  mice 
were  found?  and  treatment  of  those  was  carried  out  with  Warfarin. 
The  Council’s  Sewage  Works  and  Refuse  Tip  \7er0  treated  on  6 
occasions. 

The  location  and  type  of  the  Refuse  TiiJ  docs  not  make 
it  easy  to  contr  .1  infestation  as  such  a largo  area  of  the 
Tix)  face  is  open  and  this  offers  to  rodents  a variety  of  food- 
stuffs. Fortunately  there  has  not  been  anj'"  major  infestation  as 
to  deal  with  this  mi^.t  have  proved  more  difficult. 

No  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  year  as 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  considered  that, 
as  a result  of  the  test  baiting  carried  out  last  year,  the  next 
test  baiting  should  not  be  made  until  1958.

HOUSING 


Further  progress  was  made  in  securing  the  demolition 
of  properties  included  in  Clearance  Areas  and  others  sulDject  to 
Demolition  Orders. 

In  all  l6  houses  were  demolished  and  14  families, 
comprising  36  persons,  v/ere  displaced. 

The  Rent  Act  1957  nnd  the  Rent  Restrictions  Regulations 
1957  did  not  "bring  the  number  of  applications  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  that  was  anticipated.  It  appears  that  although  a 
fairly  large  number  of  G forms  v/ore  served  on  landlords  by  tenants, 
most  landlords  gave  undertakings  to  carry  out  the  necessary  re- 
pairs. it  is  possible  that  considerable  difficulty  will  be 
experienced  by  landlords  in  securing  the  execution  of  the  repairs 
within  the  six  months  period  prescribed  by  the  undertakings. 

This  difficulty  will  arise  because  of  the  number  of  undertakings 
given  and  in  finding  local  building  contractors  who  are  able  to 
carry  out  repairs  within  the  time  limit. 

The  Council  decided  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to 
set  up  a Sub-Committee  to  deal  with  applications  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  and  this  procedure  has  worked  very  well. 

6 applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  and  it  was  decided  to  issue  Certificates.  Undertakings 
were  given  by  the  landlords  in  each  case  and  these  undertakings 
were  accepted  by  the  Council. 

6 applications  for  the  revocation  of  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  were  received  from  landlords  and  4 of  the  Certificates 
were  cancelled,  the  repairs  having  been  executed.  Objections 
vi^ere  received  from  the  tenants  in  respect  of  two  of  the  appli- 
cations and  the  Council  did  not  cancel  the  Certificates  on 
these  properties.

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INSPECTION  J.m  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Progress  v/as  made  during  the  year  in  obtaining  improve- 
ments to  food  premises.  Tiiree  cases  of  food  being  sold  v/hich  was 
not  of  the  nature  or  not  of  the  substance,  or  not  of  the  quality 
demanded  by  the  ijurchaser,  were  referred  to  the  Council.  In  each 
case  it  was  decided  not  to  institute  proceedings  but  a severe 
warning  was  given  to  the  retailors  concerned  and  Notices  were 
served  requiring  that  the  premises  concerned  be  made  to  comply 
with  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations.  These  Notices  v/ere  complied 
with  during  the  year. 

Other  improvements  to  jjremises  were  carried  out  without 
the  necessity  of  statutory  action  being  taken. 


In  the  report  for  1956  I mentioned  how  the  public  can 
assist  in  raising  the  standard  of  food  hygiene.  Again  I must 
stress  this  point.  If  the  public  would  co-operate  more  with  the 
authority  and  report  any  unhygienic  practices  which  they  observe 
or  draw  the  attention  of  the  persons  concerned  to  the  unhygienic 
practices,  I feel  that  conditions  would  improve  more  rapidly. 

The  persons  engaged  in  food  handling  are  not  the  only  culprits, 
hov/ever,  as  the  shopping  public  are  by  no  mccins  perfect.  Tlic 
Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  prohibit,  amongst  other  things,  the  use 
of  tobacco  by  persons  enga.ged  in  food  handling  while  handling 
open  food  or  when  in  any  food  room  where  there  is  open  food. 
Unfortunately  this  does  not  apply  to  the  shoppers  and  only  too 
often  one  sees  customers  smoking  v/hen  leaning  over  display 
counters.  Many  shopkeepers  do  not  like  drawing  the  jittention 
of  the  shoppers  to  this  practice  for  fear  of  losing  their  custom. 
Until  all  sections  of  the  public  become  more  food  hygiene 
conscious  the  improvements  that  arc  desired  will  take  longer  to 
materialise .

COUNCIL  HOUSE  IvL/JA.GEMEhT 


The  numher  of  houses  nov/  controlled  hy  the  Department  is 
239.  Tho  v/orks  required  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  these 
houses  are  carried  out  hy  throe  local  firms  of  contractors.  The 
question  of  the  use  of  direct  labour,  with  particular  reference 
to  external  ]oainting,  v/as  studied  hut  it  \';as  decided  hy  the 
Council  that  the  present  system  was  adequate. 

Complaints  were  received  from  a numher  of  tenants  in 
connection  with  smoking  fireplaces.  It  was  found  that  a particular 
type  of  hack  hoiler  v/as  involved  and  an  investigation  was  made  to 
determine  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  A Technical  Adviser  of  the 
Manufacturers  was  called  in  to  make  an  examiination  of  the  installa- 
tions, As  a result  of  the  investigations  two  flues  were  recon- 
structed and  no  further  trouble  was  experienced.  Next  year  the 
necessary  alterations  to  the  other  properties  involved  will  he 
continued.  , 

’’Rusty  v/ater”  v/as  a complaint  frequently  received.  This 
rusty  water  was  apparent  in  the  hot  v/ater  systems  of  certain  houses 
v/hen  the  water  was  heated  too  rapidly.  Samples  of  the  water  from 
the  rising  main  and  the  hot  water  system  were  submitted  for  a 
special  exomination  and  the  results  showed  that  the  conCdtion  of 
the  water  suggested  that  it  v/as  liable  to  have  a corrosive  effect 
on  iron.  A form  of  treatment  with  hydrated  lime  is  to  he  carried 
out  as  an  experiment  next  year. 

The  corrosive  effect  of  the  water  on  iron  is  apparent 
by  the  numher  of  cast  iron  flushing  cisterns  which  it  v/as  found 
necessary  to  renew.  Plastic  tyi^e  cisterns  are  now  being  installed 
and  so  far  these  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

39  properties  were  painted  externally  durinp;  the  year  and 
the  final  part  of  the  Pointing  Contract  of  the  1919  houses  v/as 
completed. 

The  following  tables  shov/  the  various  defects  and  items 
of  disrepair  which  were  the  subject  of  complaint  or  v/cre  dis- 
covered as  a result  of  inspections  made  and  in  connection  v/ith  which 
instructions  wore  given  for  the  execution  of  the  necessary  repairs.
